WASHINGTON (U P I) - Energy 
Secretary James Schlesinger said today 
the Midwest and California should get 
natural gas through a new trans-Canada 
pipeline from Alaska within about five 
years, boosting a dwindling supply of the 
nation’s most precious fuel. 


In a White House news conference, 
Schlesinger also predicted a 37 per cent 
cost overrun on the 4,792-mile pipeline. 
He said the cost may reach $13 billion or 
$14 billion, compared to present es­ 
timates of $9.6 billion. 


By comparison to the much higher cost 
overruns on the just-completed $9 billion 
Alaska oil pipeline, he said, the 37 per 
cent projection for the new gas line "is 
not at all incredible." 
Congress has 60 working days to ap­ 
prove or reject the proposal from the 
time Carter submits his decision. Hear­ 
ings are set for later this month before 
the Senate Energy Committee and a 
joint session of two House subcommit­ 
tees. 
Schlesinger said he expects Congress 
will approve the agreement on the 
pipeline before the current congression­ 


al session ends in October. He said 
Canada must pass new legislation before 
construction can start, but expressed 
hope that the Canadian parliament will 
act within a few months. 
President Carter and Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau announced 
agreement on the trans-Canada route 
Thursday. Carter called it "the largest 
single private energy project in history.” 
The Alcan pipeline project will require 
construction of a pipeline running 731 
miles through Alaska and 2,023 miles 
through Canada. 
In Alberta, Canada, the line will split 
like an inverted "Y " with one arm going 
east through the United States to 
Dwight, 111., and another going 
southwest to Antioch, Calif. The two 
arms — completing the almost 5,000- 
mile link — will involve about one-third 
existing pipeline and the rest new con­ 
struction. 
Schlesinger said construction of the 
eastern arm is expected to start first so 
1.6 billion cubic feet of gas from Alberta 
can move quickly — probably by the 
winter of 1979-‘80 — to the fuel-short 
Midwest. 
Senate rejects 
income tax cut 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Senate 
today rejected a proposal to provide, in 
next year's federal budget, for a possible 
10 per cent cut in individual income tax 
rates. 
An amendment offered for that pur­ 
pose by Sen William Roth, R-Del., was 
voted down 63 to 23. 
Roth urged that the $395 billion 
minimum figure for revenues in the 
budget for the fiscal year starting Oct. 1 
be lowered by $11.4 billion in order to 
give Congress "flexibility" to enact a 10 
per cent personal income tax cut if the 
current economic slowdown continues or 
worsens 
Roth said such a tax cut would en­ 
courage business activity, produce more 
jobs and cut unemployment. 
He said it also would provide "needed 


relief to hard-working middle-income 
taxpayers," whom he said find it 
increasingly hard to pay for cars, homes 
and college educations. 
Senate Budget Committee Chairman 
Edmund Muskie, D-Maine, called the 
proposal "misguided.” He said it would 
raise the federal deficit from the $64 7 
billion already proposed in the budget 
resolution, to $76 billion, make President 
Carter’s pledge to balance the budget by 
1981 harder to achieve, interfere with tax 
reform plans and make it difficult to 
finance programs to deal with welfare, 
health, transportation and other 
problems. 
Roth failed to win support of some 
moderate Republicans, who were 
defeated earlier this year in an effort to 
win a broader tax cut proposal. 
Awareness sought 
as vandalism cure

Community awareness is the one vital 
antidote to vandalism in Lompoc, ac­ 
cording to members of the city-spawned 
Vandalism Committee. 
The newborn anti-vandal group sat 
down at its maiden meeting last night, 
and for two hours exchanged a medley 
of approaches to the youth-dominated 
problem which is all too common in most 
communities — small or large. 
But, the general consensus centered 
around community involvement — or 
rather the lack of it — in both prevention 
and prosecution of vandalism 
"One of the greatest problems we deal 
with,” claimed Lompoc Crime Preven­ 
tion Officer Jim Hall, "is public apathy 
and a lack of community assistance. 
"It is inconceivable to me," argued the 
young agent pointing at photographs of a 
series of blatant criminal acts, "that 
some of these things can be done without 
someone seeing it. 
"What we have to do," Hall explained, 
"is wake up the community and take the 
opportunity away from the burglars." 
“ I think this is a com m unity 
problem,” echoed Lompoc Police Chief 
J.D. Smith, "and I don't think the people 
should believe we — the police depart­ 
ment, or for that matter, the entire 
criminal justice system, are capable of 
solving their problem without their sup­ 
port." 
The opening session began shortly 
after 7 p.m. at the Park and Recreation 
Department with a moving statement by 
co-chairman and emcee for the night, 
City Councilman E.C. Stevens. 
The cost of crime in a community, 
Stevens said, "is one of the most expen­ 
sive taxes we as citizens pay..,” 
Stevens again reiterated, "W e are 
coming at this situation from a suppor­ 
tive position to assist those agencies that 
will deal directly with the problem." The 
city councilman wanted to make it clear 
the committee would not launch a 
vigilante crusade. 
Before Stevens went around the table 
to ask each of the other nine members 
pius co-chairman City Councilwoman 
Elinor Lefkowitz for individual ideas, 
Hall presented a graph of vandalism in 
the city during the last 13 months 
The hand-drawn exhibit showed a low 
of 32 incidents in October, 1976 and highs 
of 86 in April, 1977 and 133 in July, 1976 
Smith said the July figure was a unique 
situation when two visiting individuals 
drove through Lompoc randomly 
shooting out car windows with a pellet 
gun. HaU’s graph totaled 836 incidents at 
an average of 65 a month 
During the same period, a report by 
Chief Smith tallied vandalism losses at 
$59,379 in the city. The bulk of this — 63 
per cent or $37,749 — involved 
automobile incidents 
Smith defined vandalism as, "Damage 
to real or personal property — 
maliciously ... but it is not theft and it is 
not burglary ” 


Legality of overdrafts 
by Lance questioned 
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Larry DeMello from the Santa Maria 
office of Criminal Justice Planning, 
suggested the city might try a citizen 
patrol using citizen band radios to aug­ 
ment normal police patrols. 
"We need a swift and immediate 
punishment," said Probation Officer 
Gene Hutton, "and that's just not possi­ 
ble with the juvenile justice system the 
way it is today." He went on to urge a 
com m unity service program as 
sentences for vandal-prone teen-agers. 
Along with several other members of 
the council, Girls’ Club Director Sandy 
Skinner pushed for youth input to the 
committee. She also gave some insight 
into the younger generation’s concept of 
the problem. 


“What I ’ve been hearing from the 
teen-agers is that they consider van­ 
dalism a laughing matter." 
Municipal Court Judge Terrill Cox ad­ 
mitted he did not face the problem much 
in his adult court, but promoted an in­ 
formational public relations program to 
combat vandalism. 
Self-proclaimed "hawk" Ken Dial who 
directs the Boys' Club spoke in favor of 
tougher sentences. 
"A lot of these kids aren’t afraid to do 
anything," Dial claimed, "and there has 
got to be some type of fear put in them 


Lompoc Record General Manager 
Rennie L. Adam was the first to mention 
a reward system. 
The Record played a direct role in the 
apprehension of a suspect in the July 
Ryon Park blaze when the newspaper of­ 
fered a $1,000 reward for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of 
the arsonist who ignited the inferno. 
Adam said a newspaper is viewed as a 
"relatively safe intermediary" for in­ 
formers. He said the Record would be 
"anxious to assume the role of conduit 
and banker" in a reward system. As 
banker, the newspaper would receive 
contributions to a reward fund and dis­ 
tribute rewards to informers. 
Lompoc High School Principal Robert 
Paisola condemned the void of citizen in­ 
volvement in reporting vandalism. 
" I think it is an indictment of our 
society," Paisola said, "that too many 
people just don’t give a damn — until it 
affects them." 
But one member of the sparse 
audience had an answer for community 
involvement critics. 
" I can understand why many people 
won’t come forward, because they are 
afraid of one form of repercussions or 
another," claimed a woman who refused 
to be identified explaining she Uves 
alone. " I myself have seen a number of 
incidents which I could not report 
because I live alone — and it’s a horrible 
thing for me to admit, but it’s the god’s 
honest truth." 
The committee agreed to meet again 
October 6 at 7 p.m. in the Park and 
Recreation Department to consider 
more concrete proposals. 


Park delays 
return to U.S. 
to face charges 


SEO U L, South Korea (U P I) - 
Tongsun Park, indicted on charges of 
trying to bribe American congressmen, 
today called the indictment "unfair" and 
said he would not return to the United 
States to face the charges for a while. 


The millionaire businessman, named 
in a 36-count federal grand jury indict­ 
ment, told reporters he would not go to 
Washington as long as an "emotionally 
charged" atmosphere exists. 


“ The American press still attempts to 
try me in their terms," he said. "In fact, 
thie situation has gotten a little worse. As 
long as there is this emotionally charged 
situation, I don't think I ought to go." 


"The indictment was a total surprise," 
Park said. "It was unfair and I can’t tell 
you how much I was disappointed." 


Both President Carter and House 
Speaker Thomas O’Neill have asked the 
South Korean government to allow U.S. 
investigators to question Park about his 
alleged bribing of American congres­ 
smen. 


But Foreign Minister Park Tong-Jin 
said both Wednesday and Thursday his 
government will not force Tongsun Park 
to return to the United States. There is 
no extradition agreement between the 
United States and South Korea 


"The government has tried to per­ 
suade him to go to the United States 
voluntarily, but he adamantly refused to 
do so and nothing can be done," the 
foreign minister said. 


The dispute over Tongsun Park is 
threatening to taint relations between 
the two allies. 
In Washington Thursday, the House 
defeated two proposals to cut off U S aid 
to the Seoul government in an attempt to 
force it to cooperate in American in­ 
vestigations of the alleged Korean 
bribery. 
One defeat came on a narrow 26-vote 
margin. 
Park met the press after he was 
questioned by the Seoul district 
prosecutor’s office for more than three 
hours in connection with his activities in 
the United States. 
It was the second tin» the 41-year-old 
businessman faced interrogation by 
senior prosecutor Ahn Kyung-Sang. The 
first session was Aug. 24. 
" I will fully cooperate with the Korean 
investigation so that I can restore the 
name and reputation not only for myself 
but also for my family," he said

Migrant Education program 
Migrant Education staff 
serves special needs

While their parents move through 
California reaping our crops, children of 
migrant workers cannot easily grow as 
students. 
In Lompoc, for example, with the 
flower seeds harvested and the lettuce 
picked, many farm workers pack up and 
heed the demand for agricultural labor 
elsewhere. 
Often their children to too, jarring the 
educational process other community 
children accept as routine 
They leave in the middle of one 
school's lessons and projects, and when 
they enter the next school, find 
themselves in the middle of strange new 
lessons and projects. 
The federally funded Migrant Educa­ 
tion program attempts to bring some 
continuity to the school lives of 
migratory children. 
In Lompoc three years, the program 
now provides special guidance and tutor­ 
ing to some 200 migratory children in the 
coastal region 
Lompoc's Migrant Education staff has 
cultivated a basic knowledge of the 
migratory community, and many of the 
farm workers have come to appreciate 
the program. 
"More often than not we’ll find these 
people starting to seek us out," Migrant 
Ed u cation C oordinator H ector 
Samaniego says, " It ’s more and more 
common for parents to call." 
Children of migrant workers move 
about three or four times a year, 
Samaniego said. Local migrants travel 
in "kind of a cycle” from Oxnard to 
Santa Paula to Lompoc/Santa Maria to 
Salinas/Watsonville and then southward 
again. 
Most of the workers are from Mexico 
on green work permits; many await ap­ 
proval of their applications for American 
citizenship, Samaniego said. 
"They’re highly motivated to survive, 
achieve financial success," he says, 
“ They’re w illing to follow work 
wherever it happens to be, as opposed to 
some residents who prefer to do nothing 
and go on public assistance rather than 
do that type of (agricultural) work." 
Migrant Education tries to motivate 
these families to achieve educational 
success. 
When a family moves from one school 
district to another, it may enroll its 
younger, but not its elder children. The 
eldest ran baby-sit infants or bring in 
another paycheck by joining parents in 
the field 
"Whereas if you’re only going to 


school, who are you kid din g?’’ 
Samaniego describes the attitude, 
"You’re only an expense." 
Migrant Education aims, though, to 
lift the children of these farm laborers 
out of the migrant "stream," helping 
them discover more stable and better- 
paying ways to make a living. 
Preventing failure in school is a major 
goal of Migrant Education. According to 
the U.S. Office of Education, nine out of 
10 children of migrant farm workers 
never enter high school, and only one- 
tenth of those who do, graduate. 
Lompoc currently has eight bilingual 
instructional aides who work with stu­ 
dents identified as migrants. These 
children are often faced with the "double 
load" of catching up and keeping up with 
new classmates. 
Keeping records of the school history 
of migrants is also improving. Lompoc 
can refer not only to its own files of 
migrant families, but to the program’s 
national computer data bank located in 
Little Rock, Arkansas. 
The Migrant Student Record Transfer 
System, with over two million students 
registered, stores information on each 
migrant child’s schools attended, test 
scores and health status, all of which 
make placement in a new classroom 
easier. 
The program has also just begun to 
keep records of partial credits earned by 
secondary-level migrant students. 
Several years of attending classes, 
though not formally completing all of 
them, can now bring migrant students 
closer to receiving a high school 
diploma

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Bert Lance’s 
bank overdrafts and personal use of bank 
aircraft before he became federal 
budget director may have been viola­ 
tions of law, Currency Comptroller John 
Heimann indicated today. 


“ I don’t believe w e’ve acted 
frivolously" in turning over evidence in 
the Lance investigation to the Justice 
Department, he testified before the 
Senate Government Operations Commit­ 
tee. 


Heimann was questioned on the second 
day of hearings into Lance’s controver­ 
sial financial activities before joining the 
Carter administration this year. 


Lance, who is scheduled to appear 
before the committee next week, has 
refused to resign despite pressure from 
some members of Congress. 


The comptroller of the currency’s of­ 
fice has presented several critical 
reports to Congress on Lance’s banking 
activities while he was a top officer of 
the Calhoun (Ga.) First National Bank 
and the Georgia National Bank in 
Atlanta. But those reports have not 
charged any criminal wrongdoing on 
Lance’s part. 


Sen. Charles Percy of Illinois, the com­ 
mittee’s ranking Republican, asked 
Heimann about the com ptroller’s 
referral of some of the Lance evidence to 
the Justice Department for review. At 
first. Heimann declined to answer, say­ 
ing the matter was part of a federal in­ 
vestigation. 


Then Percy asked whether the 
referrals constituted "nitpicking ... or 
possibly flagrant abuse of bank expense 
accounts for political purposes." 


“ I don’t believe w e’ve acted 
frivolously,” said Heimann. 


Partially at issue are large Lance 
checking account overdrafts in the 
Calhoun bank and the use of bank air­ 
craft during his unsuccessful 1974 cam­ 
paign for the Georgia Democratic guber­ 
natorial nomination. 


Percy said Lance in effect borrowed 
money from the Calhoun bank by writing 
checks that exceeded his balance by tens 
of thousands of dollars The checks were 
honored and Lance’s accounts at the Cal­ 
houn bank were in deficit for months at a 
time, Percy said. 
Percy asked if the practice was com­ 
mon at small country banks as Lance has 
repeatedly alleged 
“ I t ’s certain ly not com m on,” 
Heimann responded. 
Heimann gave damaging testimony on 
Lance Thursday.

Councilman 
scouting 
voter appeal

Lompoc City Councilman 
E.C. Stevens already has a wet 
finger in the air sampling his 
voter appeal before deciding 
whether to seek his third coun­ 
cil term next March. 
Although it is still seven 
months before the March 7 city 
election, Stevens last month 
began “testing the waters” for 
a possible re-election cam­ 
paign. 
TTie ivory-haired councilman 
used a postcard questionnaire 
to conduct his probe. While 
vacationing in the East during 
the last two weeks in August, 
Stevens said he mailed about 40 
of the queries. Add to those 
about 60 more friends of his 
have handed out, and Stevens 
estimated he has about 100 of 
the postcards in circulation. 
The three-by-five inch cards 
ask if, as a councilman, the 48- 
year-old Stevens had done a 
good, average or poor job. 
Next, it asked if he should or 
should not run for the seat 
again. Finally, the respondent 
was asked if he would support 
Stevens for re-election and 
whether or not Stevens could 
use the respondent’s name as a 
supporter. 
The two-term councilman, 
three-term mayor said he sent 
the samplers to people “whom I 
have great respect for their 
judgment and knowledge of the 
community scene. And, I con­ 
sider these people community 
leaders.” 
Stevens said he has been 
pleasantly surprised by the 
response to his postcards — 
about 30 so far. He also is happy 
w ith the co n ten t of the 
responses. 
“1 was really most impressed 
... almost every single one of 
them (postcard questionnaires) 
strongly felt I should run for re- 
election. Only one said I should 
not run again.” 
The man who, in his 1974 
council win. collected a city- 
record 2.941 votes to surpass 
George Cotsenmoyer’s former 
high tally by more than 300 
votes, refused to disclose yet 
whether he will indeed put his 
name in the candidate’s circle 
next March. 
He said he would make up his 
mind near the end of October or 
in early November. 
"I have found and continue to 
find service on city council of 
great personal satisfaction,” 
said the articulate councilman. 
“But, there is only so much 
time in my life and if I’m not 
doing a good job, 1 should turn 
my efforts to something else. 
“I also have to make a deci­ 
sion whether I have the time to 
put into another four years as a 
councilman.” 
B esides S tevens, Coun- 
cilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz and 
Mayor Charlotte Benton wind 
up their respective terms next 
spring

The Board of Supervisors, 
named defendants along with 
other county officials Wednes­ 
day in a $900,000 suit for 
damages growing out of a Santa 
Ynez Valley downzoning case 
earlier this year, will hold a 
public hearing Monday after­ 
noon on another major down- 
zoning case in the same valley. 
This time, the county super­ 
visors will consider the recom­ 
mendation of the County Plann­ 
ing Commission to rezone some 
300 acres north of the town of 
Santa Ynez, large portions of 
which developers have set aside 
for residential tracts, with 
other owners seeking lot splits. 
Some county authorities were 
speculating Friday that the suit 
filed in U.S. District Court by 
m illio n aire 
businessm an 
Hastings Harcourt, of Santa 
Barbara, was timed in such a 
way as to possibly deter the 
supervisors from risking other 
such damage suits. 
Harcourt 
called for a mandatory injunc­ 
tion to rezone his property back 
to five-acre homesite zoning 
from the 20-acre agricultural 
district imposed, as an alter­ 
native to seeking damages. 


The Planning Commission 
voted 8-2 on July 20 to rezone 
the approximate 300-acre area 
from zoning districts allowing 
homesites on one and five-acre 
parcels to a minimum of 10 
years. 
Owners of a majority of the 
300 acres opposed the downzon­ 
ing, including developer 
Michael Towbes. 
Proponents of downzoning, 
including some of the property 
owners themsleves, claimed 
large-scale residential develop­ 
ment of the area would breed 
new health problems due to 
continued reliance on septic 
tanks, in lieu of lack of com­ 
munity sewers, and would bring 
on even more population den­ 
sity by encouraging wholesale 
development of properties 
other than those in the hands of 
developers. 
Testimony of county health 
and environmental authorities 
are expected to be among the 
key presentations, along with 
contentions by Towbes and 
other landowners that the 
rezoning 
was pushed after 
developers had filed plans for 
their tracts and lot splits. 
The hearing is slated as one

to get anyone to farm the 
property. 
Doss told the Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality (OEQ) at a 
hearing in Santa Barbara that 
the acreage he is endeavoring 
to split into four 10-acre parcels 
in the vicinity of the intersec­ 
tion of Telephone Rd. and Prell 
Rd. presently lacks water, 
although wells would be drilled, 
he said, to supply water for 
homes that could be built on the 
property. 
Doss said the property hasn’t 
been farmed for years and 
claimed it has no economical 
use for him “until it can be split 
up.” He said he had contacted 
farming companies in the area 
and they were not interested in 
taking it over, even for growing 
of stra w b errie s which it 
seemed best for. 
The OEQ accepted as com­ 
plete a Mini-Environmental Im­ 
pact Report prepared by a 
Santa Barbara consultant firm 
which also termed the soil as 
prime for agriculture, along 
with letters from the Soil 
Conservation Service, Santa 
Maria Valley Resource Conser­ 
vation District, and County Air 
Pollution Control District. 
The Santa Maria Valley 
Resource Conservation District 
concurred with the consultant’s 
findings regarding prime land, 
while the Soil Conservation Ser­ 
vice in Santa Maria said it was 
opposed to further change of 
suitable agricultural land — es­ 
pecially prime farm lands —■ 
into residential or other land 
use, adding the “ proposed 
project is in direct opposition to 
that goal.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate has adopted a proposed 
constitutional

blocking most court-ordered 
busing of students to achieve 
racial balance in schools, a 
decision opponents said would 
“ bargain away” states’ rights. 
After more than an hour of 
impassioned debate Thursday, 
m ostly by opponents, the 
measure was sent to the As­ 
sembly on a 27-10 vote — the ex­ 
act two-thirds majority needed. 

Alan Robbins, D-Van 
Nuys, author of the measure, 
sa id if ap p ro v ed by the 
legislature and the voters, it 
would kill a court-ordered plan 
for Los Angeles, but would 
allow voluntary programs to 
continue. 


Robbins said the measure 
would ensure the rights of 
parents to appeal to the U S 
Supreme Court any busing plan 


ordered by a state court. Only if 
the high court found segrega­ 
tion was intentional, would a 
busing plan ordered by a state 
judge be implemented. 
“ This would protect parents 
in places like Los Angeles, 
where in my opinion, there has 
been no intentional segrega­ 
tion," Robbins said. 
“ What every parent wants is 
quality education for their 
children," he added. “ Busing 
won’t give them that.” 


Robbins said the measure 
would prohibit state courts 
from ordering “ compulsory 
busing in an instance where it 
would not be required by the 
equal protection clause of the 
Constitution of the United 
States."

Familiar tremors 
worry scientists

But there are usually no 
temblors felt along the San 
Andreas Fault, which is why 
scientists are worried now 
about registerin g so many 
there. 
Dr. McNally said she 
and Kanamori have recorded at 
least 400 “ m icro-trem o rs” 
registering between 0 and 3 in 
the Palmdale area.

Bomb rocks 
SF opera house 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
terrorist bomb heard more than 
a mile away shattered a side 
door entrance to San Fran­ 
cisco’s War Memorial Opera 
House early today on the eve of 
the opera season opening night. 
No one was hurt in the blast 
which blew out the glass doors 
and nearby windows apd scat­ 
tered pieces of a metal awning 
50 feet away. A final rehearsal 
for tonight’s opera season open­ 
ing had ended a short time 
before. 
Shortly after the explosion, 
the Associated P ress news ser­ 
vice received a call that a com­ 
munique had been left in a ser­ 
vice station phone booth near 
the impressive Opera House 
building, which is located 
across the street from City Hall 
in downtown San Francisco. 
The one-page statement said 
the Tom Hicks Unit of the New 
W orld 
L ib e r a tio n F ro n t 
claimed responsibility for the 
bombing. Tom Hicks was an 
elderly man who froze to death 
after his power was cut off by a 
utility company. 


BONN, West Germany (UPI) 
— The West German govern­ 
ment today let pass a second 
guerrilla deadline for releasing 
11 imprisoned terrorists in ex­ 
change for the life of a kidnaped 
industrialist. It stepped up 
security in fear of a new attack 
by the guerrillas. 
The guerrillas, who have 
threatened to execute 62-year- 
old Hanns-Martin Schleyer, 
sent at least two letters setting 
a deadline of noon (7 a.m. 
EDT) One arrived at the Bonn 
office of the French news 
agency AFP, the other at the of­ 
fices of the daily Frankfurter 
Rundschau. 
The kidnapers, members of 
the Red Army faction — pop­ 
ularly known as the Baader- 
Meinhoff gang — demanded the 
release of 11 terrorists, includ­ 
ing Andreas Baader and three 
persons sentenced to life im­ 
prisonment for the seizure of 
the West German embassy in 
Stockholm in 1975 
Police, fearful the kidnapers 
would strike again to press 
their demands, set up extra 
guards around key government 
o fficials and business ex­ 
ecutives 
In a message read on all radio 
stations, the Rundschau told the 
kidnapers it had received their 
letter, but said it arrived so late 
it w as doubtful the noon 
deadline could be met. 
The letter was postmarked in 
Mannheim at 11 p.m Thursday, 
the Rundschau said. 
Claus 
Boelling. spokesman 
fo r C h a n c e llo r 
H elm u t 
Schmidt, was conducting a 
new s c o n fe re n c e a s the 
deadline passed. He repeated 
the government’s proposal that 
the kidnapers name an in- 


termediary to keep contacts go- 


inBThe letter to AFP was ac­ 
companied by a picture of 
Schleyer, chairm an of the 
employer’s association He was 
abducted Monday night by five 
guerrillas who killed his driver 
and three bodyguards 
The guerrillas originally set a 
deadline of noon Wednesday for 
releasing the terrorists in ex­ 
change for Schleyer. 
Editors of the Frankfurter 
Rundschau refused to say 
whether they also had received 
a picture of Schleyer. 
AFP handed the picture and 
letter to the Federal Criminal 
Police, who also made no com­ 
ment 
The picture showed Schleyer 
wearing an undershirt, with a 
placard hanging from his neck. 
He was posed in front of a sign 
bearing the initials RAF (Red 
Army Faction) and a five- 
pointed star. 
Heavily armed police guard­ 
ed key government officials and 
businessmen today, fearful the 
kidnapers would strike again to 
press demands for the release 
of 11 comrades. 
“ It is to be feared that they 
will try to take more hostages 
to force a decision.” a security 
official said. 
Among the 11 prisoners the 
t e r r o r is ts w ant fre e d is 
Andreas Baader, co-founder of

Prison officials said they 
believe the origin al fight 
between two black inmates was 
staged as a diversion to get the 
racial battle between black and 
white prisoners going 
Three of the injured men 
remained hospitalized with stab 
wounds 
Two of the injured 
were struck by richochetmg 
p ellets a fte r gu ards used 
shotguns to try to break up the 
melee. 
All prisoners in the unit were 
locked up. and authorities said 
they found three crude weapons 
apparently used in the riot 


D ETRO IT (U PI) - The 
Carter administration told the 
nation's governors today the 
energy outlook for this winter is 
better than last, but strong 
emergency measures — includ­ 
ing gas rationing — are being 
prepared. 
David J Bardin, deputy ad­ 
m inistrator of the Federal 
Energy Administration, told 
the annual governors con­ 
ference the only major fuel 
reserve shortage is in propane 
gas. 


He said oil reserves are at 
“ reasonable levels,” and coal 
reserves at the desired 90-day 
level. 


He said propane stocks 
are down 18 percent, largely 
because of the severity of last 
winter 


Bardin said the fed eral 
governm ent would start a 
monthly monitoring system of 
the nation’s fuel supplies in 
November, and the information 
would be relayed to the gover­ 
nors In an energy emergency, 
reporting would be speeded to a 
weekly basis. 


Summing up the outlook for 
the winter, he said: 


“ We ought to be able to 
weather the same temperature 
with less pain” because “ peo­ 
ple in industry are lowering 
their thermostats and switching 
to more abundant forms of 
energy ” 


But he said the administra­ 
tion is preparing new emergen­ 
cy controls, including a revised 
gas rationing program, to have 
“ on the shelf just in case ”

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Moluccans fire on 
Netherlander' homes 


ASSEN, Netherlands (U PI) 
— Police backed by armored 
cars battled nests of South 
Moluccan snipers today, firing 
on several houses and causing 
“ considerable damage” but ap­ 
parently no serious injuries. 
A police spokesman said “ a 
number of state police armed 
vehicles were used” in the 
clash, the second outbreak of 
violence since the trial of eight 
South 
M oluccan terrorists 
began Tuesday in the Assen 
courthouse. 
“ There was shooting on both 
sides,” the spokesman said. 
“ Police have fired at houses in 
the Moluccan section of Assen 
and there is considerable 
damage.” 
A helicopter hovered over the 
area, floodlights were trained 
on it and ambulances and doc­ 
tors were rushed in, but police 
said only two persons had suf­ 
fered minor injuries. 
The shooting centered around 
a house in the Moluccan section 
of Assen in which several 
Moluccan youths had holed up, 
police said. 
The shooting died down by 3 
a.m. 9 p.m. ED T Thursday and 
police removed the barriers 
they had thrown up around the 
Moluccan neighborhood after 
the first outbreak of violence 
Thursday. 
In those clashes, Moluccan 
youths set fire to three 
kindergartens and a Red Cross 
station in Assen, then sniped on 
p o lic e 
and 
fire m e n . 
A 
policeman was shot in the ab­ 
domen and a Moluccan youth 
and woman bystander also 
were injured. 
The la te s t outbreak of 


shooting came only hours 
before the start of the last day 
of trial for eight Moluccans 
charged with seizing a school 
and a train last May 23 and held 
some 170 persons hostage for 20 
days. 
The seizure, the longest 
mass-hostage 
situation 
on 
record, ended June 11 when 
Dutch marines stormed the two 
sites to free the hostages and 
capture the terrorists. Two 
hostages and six Moluccans 
aboard the train were killed in 
the raid. 
A South Moluccan activist 
blamed police for sparking the 
sh o o tin g to d a y , s a y in g 
“ tempers got frayed” when 
police withdrew the usual 
patrol cars and moved their riot 
vans into the Moluccan section 
of Assen. 
“ Police were provokingly 
driving very slowly forward 
and backward. This rouses 
aggression.” said Siem Pormen 
of the Liberation Front of the 
Republic of South Molucca. 
A police spokesman said ear­ 
ly in the disturbance police 
raided a house in the Pattimura 
district of Assen. “ We searched 
for arm s and made some 
arrests,” he said, but did not 
say if any weapons were con­ 
fiscated. 
Another Moluccan outburst 
was reported Thursday in the 
town of Krimpen Aan Den Ijs- 
sel. near Rotterdam, in which 
youths attacked police with 
sticks, bricks and flaming rags 
drenched in gasoline. 
A riot police unit charged into 
the rioters who then withdrew 
into the local Moluccan com­ 
munity.

As a condition of eligibility 
AFDC applicants now must 
cooperate with counties in ob­ 
tain in g ch ild support by 
providing social security num­ 
bers for fam ily members, help­ 
ing to locate the absent parent 
and helping to determine pater­ 
nity. the department said 
With data supplied by the 
welfare departments, district 
attorneys take legal steps to 
collect the funds under the two- 
year-old program 
Support collected from an ab­ 
sent parent whose children are 
on welfare goes to the state and 
county to abate the cost of their 
public assistance, the depart­ 
ment said

Amin reportedly has survived 
at least 12 reported assassina­ 
tion attempts, the latest in late 
June when a commando squad

h is 
bodyguards just outside Kam­ 
pala. 
Amin disappeared from view 
and there was speculation he 
might have been wounded in the 
attack, but he surfaced a week 
later and told reporters he had 
been spending a delayed honey­ 
moon with his wife. Sarah 
The Radio Kampala broad­ 
cast Thursday said Amin was 
operated on by Dr. Feodor 
Senkhov. a member of a Soviet 
medical team in Uganda, and 
that he has had several opera­ 
tions in the past, often employ­ 
ing foreign doctors 
“ Besides being the largest sup­ 
plier of m ilitary aid to Amin’s 
6-year-old m ilitary regime, the 
Soviets have sent several aid 
projects to Uganda, including 
medical missions.

O’Donnell’s wife, Asta. had 
returned to their home in 
Boston's Jam aica Plain section 
after spending most of the last 
few days at the hospital with 
him A hospital spokesman said 
one of O’Donnell’s sons was 
with him when he died. 
A fam ily spokesman said 
funeral arrangements were in­ 
complete. 
In a statement released in 
Washington by the office of Sen. 
Edward M Kennedy, D-Mass., 
the senator said O’Donnell’s 
death was a “ loss to the entire 
nation ” He described O’Don­ 
nell as “ a fine, fine public ser­ 
vant.”

Edmund G. Brown Jr. to­ 
day began a two-day visit to 
Canada and Alaska for meet­ 
ings with Canadian Prim e 
Minister Pierre Trudeau and 
Alaska Gov. Ja y S. Hammond 
to discuss energy matters. 
Brown’s office Thursday said 
the meetings w ill focus on 
“ energy matters of mutual con­ 
cern,” including the agree­ 
ment announced by President 
Carter and Trudeau on a multi- 
billion-dollar 
Trans-Canada 
natural gas pipeline stretching 
from the Alaska north slope 
into the lower 48 states. 
Brown was to arrive in Ot­ 
tawa today for a working lunch 
with Trudeau. 
On Saturday he w ill fly to 
Anchorage for a luncheon 
meeting with Hammond. 
Brown declined to attend the 
Western Governors Conference 
in Anchorage two weeks ago 
and did likew ise for the 
National Governors Conference 
currently underway in Detroit. 
He sent his chief of staff. Gray 
Davis, to represent him at the 
Detroit event. 
Brown’s office issued a state­ 
ment from Hammond saying: 
“ Following President Carter’s 
decision on the routing (of the 
pipeline) I think it is particular­ 
ly important that the governor 
of the most populous state visit 
Alaska to hear first hand the 
arguments for the various 
routes.” 
O ffic ia ls of the A lcan 
Pipeline Co said the project 
will transport gas along 2,754 
miles of pipe varying from 48 
inches to 36 inches in diameter 
through Alaska and Canada 
Plans calls for midwestem and 
western legs of the pipeline 
On Aug 29 Brown was among 
10 western governors who sent 
a telegram to the President 
urging that a western leg of the 
Alcan pipeline be constructed 
to assure “ direct and certain 
delivery of critical gas supplies 
to the western states.” 
Accompanying Brown on the 
trip will be state Business and 
Transportation Secretary Rich­ 
ard Silberman.

Former Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti, who resigned Thurs­ 
day from the State Energy 
Commission, has been accused 
of giving a minimum effort to 
the commission in the past 
year. 
The criticism was leveled by 
Commission Chairman Richard 
Maullin after Moretti, in an­ 
nouncing he was quitting the 
$40,764-a-year post, charged 
that Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
appointed anti-nuclear energy 
advisers who have a “ no growth 
attitude.” 
Brown’s office declined to 
comment, but Maullin reacted 
with harsh criticism of Moret­ 
ti’s performance on the com­ 
mission. 
M aullin said M oretti was 
singing “ a swan song by sl­ 
ander” and accused him of 
“ m inim ally” taking part in 
commission business during the 
past year. 
“ He effectively resigned one 
year ago,” Maullin said in an 
interview. “ I ’d like to have a 
penny for every tennis ball he’s 
hit over the net in the past year 
— I ’d be a rich man.” 
Moretti, who announced he 


established an international 
trade and energy consulting 
firm, told a news conference he 
had “ irreconcilable differen­ 
ces ' with other members of the 
energy commission and the ad­ 
ministration 
The former speaker, who ran 
against Brown during the 1974 
primary campaign, broke with 
him again in the California 
presidential primary last year, 
when he endorsed Jim m y 
Carter and publicly attacked 
the governor 
Moretti said he recently told 
Brown “ that I felt his advice 
was pretty much one-sided and 
he needed to hear both sides of 
the argument” and until he did, 
“ he was going to forever get 
rhetoric instead of action 
Moretti said he has “ no plans 
whatsoever to seek elective of­ 
fice again.”

Memory is 
a link to 
the past 


When veteran broadcaster Lowell 
Thomas, 85, accepted the 1977 
Freedom of Speech award from the 
Georgia Association of Broad­ 
casters, he remarked, “Once you 
pass 80 you discover everything you 
say reminds you of something else.” 
Strange. 
A good many years will pass 
before I reach that age. 
Yet quite frequently what I say re­ 
minds me of something else. 
What I’m doing also often reminds 
me of something else I should be do­ 
ing. 
But just let another tiny thought 
get in the way for a single instant 
and half way there I’ve forgotten 
why I’ve gone. 
Some things make impressions. 
Others don’t. 
Memory is what links the past to 
the present, the present to the future 
and on and on...... 
* + * 
It’s strange how one’s view of cer­ 
tain things changes with the years. 
Reminiscing, for instance. 
How well I remember the knowing 
glances my brother and I exchanged 
each time our parents began to 
recall something out of their youth 
— usually to illustrate how very 
lucky we were to have such an easy 
life. 
Our kids exchanged a few, too. 
“You need a car to go to school?” 
I can hear Old Bogey roaring in rep­ 
ly to our son. Bill’s request. 
“Why. when I was your age------- 


Of course he got his car. (Old 
Bogey’s bark always has been worse 
than his bite.) 
After sitting through much the 
same scene — and with eyes rolled 
heavenward — Penny got her car, 
too 
Bonnie is our eldest. 
Her analytical mind wouldn't 
allow her to accept our word as law 
when we were trying to teach her to 
drive. 
“Why’*” she’d ask. pulling over to 
the side of the road and stopping 
when we’d told her to put on her turn 
indicator to let the car behind know 
what she was doing before she 
turned into our drive. 
Whether we warned the following 
car or not. to her it just didn’t seem 
right to make a left turn in front of 
them! 
After a few times of almost get­ 
ting us killed, we gave up on her 
Some years later, she paid a driv­ 
ing school to teach her. 
She survived And. remarkably, so 
did they. 
So here we are. talking about cars 
and driving 
You see what I mean? 


Taking trips with that crew was 
something else. And if it really is 
true that we only remember what 
we want to I can’t imagine why in 
this case I seem to have total recall 
of the entire miserable proceedings 
When the children were small, we 
took lots of trips including several 
across country. Which I always 
viewed with mixed emotions. 
Old Bogey couldn’t understand my 
lack of enthusiasm. 
“What’s the big deal about getting 
five people ready for a little trip9" 
he’d inquire as he wandered off to 
take a nap. 
I made lists. Lots and lots of lists. 
And bought presents — something 
small for each child for every day of 
the trip to break the monotony when 
things got too bad. 
Finally the big day would arrive. 
Exhausted I'd drop into the front 
seat of the car with a sigh of relief. 
I’d done everything I could Now 
maybe I could rest. 
But when Old Bogey started the 
engine, it was a signal for the three 
in back to begin 
Complaints filled the air. 
“ He pinched m e,” one girl would 
say of her brother. 
“But she’s sitting on my part of 
the seat.” he’d counter 
And we were off. 
Until they settled into a routine, 
every five miles you could count on 
someone either having to go to the 
bathroom or needing a drink so the 
whole thing could start all over 
again in another five miles. 
In between, there was someone 
always asking. “ How much further 
is it9” or “Where are we now9 
And hunger 
You’ve never seen such hungry 
kids 


In between meals. 
At restaurants they ordered 
everything and ate nothing. 
Things got so bad so often that I 
could have used presents every hour 
on the hour to clear the air. 
Since we didn’t have them, we d 
wait until we absolutely couldn’t 
stand it anymore before distributing 
those we had. 


Those trips were horrendous. 
But do you know I kind of miss 
them? 
••• 
I like reminiscing. 
Without it, some of life’s finest 
moments would be lost forever. 
What a waste!

The spokesman said Mostel 
was released from the hospital 
Sunday, but was readmitted a 
few hours later complaining 
that he felt ill.

Lawrence Berkeley Laboratory 
say consumers bargain shopp­ 
ing for m ajor household ap­ 
pliances should stop looking at 
price tags and sta rt asking 
about energy efficiency. 
David Golstein and Robert 
Clear said their studies indicate 
there can be as much as a S>0 
d iffe re n c e in th e a n n a u l 
o p e ra tin g co st of energy 
wasting and energy saving 
re frig e ra to rs, and with an 
average 20-year life span that 
adds up to $1,000 
Goldstein recommends shop­ 
pers ignore refrigerator sales 
claim s about energy m iser 
switches and insulation. 
“You can’t tell an efficient 
appliance by appeam ce,” he 
says. ‘‘You m u st look at 
numbers because it’s the bot­ 
tom line that counts. 
Most 
refrigerators should have a tag 
which shows the amount of 
kilowatts hours they use per 
month, which is what wise 
buyers should be aware of. If 
the applicance does not have a 
tag. ask the salesperson.” 
Current electricity costs in 
northern California are 4.8 
cents per killowatt and a dif­ 
ference of ten kilowatt hours 
p e r m o n th to o p e ra te a 
refrigerator adds up to $115 
over the life of a refrigerator 
“ Ten kilow att hours per 
month makes the same dif­ 
ference to your monthly bill as 
$13 of purchase cost, except the 
bill is paid to the electric com­ 
pany instead of the appliance 
store,” Goldstein said. 
“ Pru­ 
dent shoppers can save money 
even if they buy an expensive 
refrigerator, providing it's an 
economical energy user.”

found in church 


DURANGO. Mexico (UPI) - 
While repairing the Church of 
San Antonio of Padua in the 
town of Cuencame, construc­ 
tion workers unearthed 110 
skeletons of mysterious origin. 


C uencam e, a mining and 
agricultural center about 70 
m iles north of Durango in 
northwestern Mexico, was once 
a hotbed of revolutionary ac­ 
tivity during the 1910 Revolu­ 
tion. Local authorities suspect 
that the skeletons are the re­ 
mains of executed revolu­ 
tionaries. perhaps followers of 
Pancho Villa. 


Yet. the decaying bones could 
even be older.

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SIERRA MADRE (UPI) - 
Many are cold but few are 
frozen. 
That could be the motto of the 
Si e r r a Ma dre S earch and 
Rescue Team but it has no tim e 
for such frivolities. 
The permanent volunteer ac- 
t i vi t y gr oup h a s only 28 
members and admission stan­ 
dards are tough. It got started 
casually 26 years ago when the 
sheriff asked two local moun­ 
taineers to help find a couple of 
lost hikers in the nearby moun­ 
tains. It has snowballed since. 
Teammembers have at least 
two things in common — a love 
for the outdoors and a desire to 
help persons lost in the moun­ 
tains. 
They’re on call 24 hours a 
day. They receive no pay. They 
put out for their own expenses, 
around $1,000 a year. 
They carry radio pagers on 
which they will hear an insis­ 
tent “ beep, beep, beep,’’ then a 
voice broadcast. 
For example: 
“Two hikers have fallen into 
Big Santa Anita Canyon.” 
“ Twelve Boy Scouts lost 
above Fish Canyon." 
They ask no questions. 'Hiey 
go. 
Each teamm ember carries a 
backpack in the trunk of his 
car. Some stop by their homes 
to pick up bloodhounds if it’s a 
search mission. Each team ­ 
member keeps a pack at home 
with food and other necessities 
for longer m issions to the 
Sierra, places like Yosemite 300 
or so miles away, and Mt. San 
Jacinto, 100 miles to the east in 
Riverside County. 
If a team m em ber does not 
respond to half of the calls in a 
year’s time, he is dropped. 
“ You have to have an under­ 
standing wife and an under­ 
standing boss," team m em ber 
Jerry Newcomb explains. 
“ We have a few swinging 
bachelors and they may be in 
the sack, cuddling up. but they 
answer the call. 
"You have to forget about 
your weekends and holidays if 
you become a team m em ber," 
says Newcomb, who runs a 
photography studio but gives up 
25 to 30 work days a year to 
answer rescue calls. 
O ther team m em b ers a re 
salesm en, space engineers 
from C a ltech 's nearby J e t 
Propulsion Laboratory, phone 
company computer experts, a 
professional singer, a doctor 
and a nurse. 
Why would anyone give up 
leisure time to commit himself 
to mountain rescues, often 
requiring haz ar dous ro p e 
climbs along the faces of Sierra 
cliffs? 
Teammember Dave Orban, a 
sporting goods salesman, says: 
“ We like getting out to the 
hills. And if you want to get out 
to hills and help somebody, it’s 
that much better.” 
By "the hills.” Orhan, a tall, 
r a n g y m a n , m e a n s Mt . 
Whitney, more than 14,000 feet, 
or peaks closer to home in the 
San Gabriel Mountains in the 
5.000- to 10,000-foot range. 
“ Sometimes we wonder what 
we re doing up there stuck out 
all night on a bivouac,” New­ 
comb said, but finding a lost 
c h i l d m a k e s all t h e i n ­ 
c o n v e n i e n c e 
a n d 
r i s k 
worthwhile 
“There’s nothing like the first 
time you find a little kid,” he 
said “You go up to it, pick it up 
and give it a hug. You know if 
there weren’t people doing this 
work, the kid might never be 
found 
“There's nobody else to do it. 
The territory we go into ... 
police can’t go, firemen can’t 
go, four-wheel vehicles can't 
go, horses can’t go ... heck, we 
rescue horses.”

Good, bad news 
for fatties 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Instead of living off the fat of 
the land, Dr. Paul A. Lessler 
advocates living off the fat of 
yourself — if you want to lose 
weight. 
He’s got good news and bad 
news for the fatties of the 
world. 


The good news is there’s a 
simple way to lose weight 
(Don’t eat!), the bad news is if 
you want to keep it off, you 
should see your doctor (and 
your dentist) at least twice a 
year. 
And when Dr. Lessler, who 
has divorced himself from the 
American Medical Association, 
says see your doctor, he doesn't 
mean just any old doctor — he 
means a doctor qualified in the 
field of medical therapy for 
obesity. 
And you might make sure the 
doctor himself has his weight 
under control, then you can be 
sure he’s bona fide. 


Lessler was 45 pounds over­ 
weight himself three years ago, 
but he’s lost that lard - for 
good, he says, as long as he 
follows his own teachings. 


He uses the controversial pro- 
sparing modified fast 
therapy developed at Harvard 
Medical School and Massa­ 
c h u s e t t s 
In s t it u t e 
of 
Technology but says this is not 
the key to his method. The key 
point is to keep seeing the doc­ 
tor, not necessarily Dr. Lessler 
or his associates, but a 
qualified man with a staff of 
qualified dietitians. 
“Just like you have to keep 
going to the dentist for dental 
care, you have to keep going to 
the doctor for obesity,“ he said 
in an interview. 


County planners recom m end 
deleting trailer provision 


Hancock College offers 
medical technician class 


The County Planning Com­

on a 47.5 acre property in the 
Suey area in the North County. 
The U-unlimited agricultural 
district allows trailers on 10- 
acre sites. 
Stone was granted a con­ 
ditional exception to allow the 
two trailers instead of the per­ 
mitted single trailer. 
The 
property is on the side of State 
Highway 166, about 3.5 miles 
north of the Tepusquet Canyon 
Rd. intersection with Highway 
166. 
The commission also ap­ 
proved the request of George F.

Arrogance' on display 


M achine gives kidney patients freedom 


BOSTON (UPI) - “These 
people.” said Mayor Kevin 
White, motioning toward 20 
photographs, “have almost a 
total disdain for the city and for 
m o r t a l 
t a x p a y e r s 
like 
ourselves.” 


“What’s on display behind me 
is arrogance.” thundered White 
indignantly. 


The 22-inch blowups of people 
and buildings hanging in City 
Hall’s main lobby are the latest 
move in Boston’s six-month 
campaign to collect $50 million 
in o u t s ta n d in g p r o p e r t y 
taxes. 
There for all to see Thursday 
were pictures of state Sen. 
William Owens and former city 
building inspector Kenneth 
Flynn and the names of state 
Rep. Royal Bolling Jr. and 
state Executive Councilor Her­ 
bert Connolly. 


According to tax records, 
Flynn owes $60,000, Connolly 
$40,000. Bolling $18,000 and 
Owens $4,190. 
“ It’s embarrassing," admit­ 
ted Bolling, a Democrat. But he 
was surprisingly nonplussed to 
be one of the 20 selected for 
public chastising. 
•*It*s nothing to be proud of, 
but I don’t think I’m being 
singled out,” he said. White 
said the names were picked by 


the tax collector. 
“We’re trying to work out 
something with the city on it,” 
Bolling said. 
Owens, also a Democrat, was 
not so understanding. The 
mayor is “ trying to embarrass 
me in any way he can.” he com­ 
plained. 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
A new dialysis machine is 
enabling a group of patients 
with kidney failure to undergo 
their treatments in such exotic 
places as Lake Powell instead 
of in a drab hospital room. 
The Wearable Artificial 
Kidney (WAK) developed by 
the University of Utah’s-Divi­ 
sion of Artificial Organs con­ 
sists of an eight-pound unit 
worn in front of the body and 
held in place by straps. 
It cleanses the blood of im­ 
purities just like a normal 
kidney, and does it at the same 


speed as an unwieldy in- 
hospital machine. 
But instead of a patient hav­ 
ing to visit the hospital for 
three four-hour treatments per 
week, the WAK makes it possi­ 
ble for him or her to undergo 
dialysis while vacationing. 
A group of nine patients and 
their families and friends spent 
last weekend on a houseboat 
vacation at Lake Powell on the 
Utah-Arizona state line. 
They w ater skied, fished, 
swam, cooked out and explored 
Indian ruins and geologic for­ 
mations. 


With the aid of the WAK and 
10 staff members from artifi­ 
cial organs, they underwent 
dialysis treatment in two four- 
hour shifts while sunbathing 
from the deck of one of four 
houseboats. 
In addition to allowing 
patients to undergo treatment 
far from the nearest hospital, 
the WAK offers another advan­ 
tage: the body unit can be dis­ 
connected from its 20-quart 
tank of dialyzing fluid for up to 
15 minutes. After a 15-minute 


recharge, the patient can again 
disconnect for a quarter of an 
hour. 
This allows the patient to 
move around freely while the 
blood cleansing process con­ 
tinues. Hospital dialysis ma­ 
chines require a 120-quart tank, 
and do not provide the discon­ 
nection option. 
The WAK, developed under 
the direction of Dr. Willem 
Kolff of the Division of Ar­ 
tificial Organs, is scheduled for 
commercial production.

LAS VEGAS (UPI) - According to 
Jerry Tarkanian’s wife, the embattled 
University of Nevada-Las Vegas basket­ 
ball coach has just begun to fight. 
Tarkanian refused to talk to reporters 
Thursday after winning a temporary 
court order blocking action by UNLV 
suspending him as the school’s coach. 
“We believe very strongly in justice,” 
said Lois Tarkanian. “ Jerry believes he 
will receive that justice in court. We do 
not expect to lose. 
“ At this point, he doesn’t see any point 
of discussing his case in the media. Why 
talk about it any more? We just have to 
prove ourselves in court now.” 
Tarkanian took his case to court after 
the university, in compliance with NCAA 
disciplinary sanctions, put him on 
suspension for two years. That’s the 
length of tim e the NCAA put UNLV on 
probation for recruiting violations. 
District Judge Jam es Brennan granted 
a restraining order and set a hearing on a 
preliminary injunction for Sept. 21. The 
order prevents the school from severing 
Tarkanian from any association with the 
intercollegiate athletic program. 


Tarkanian went to court for a judg­ 
ment against the university, the Univer­ 
sity of Nevada system , UNLV president 
Donald Baepler and m embers of the 
Board of Regents as individuals. 
H is attorney told the court the 
severance would cause Tarkanian to suf­ 
fer irreparable harm and that he should 
be given due process and an open hear­ 
ing. 
Attorneys for the university said that 
Tarkanian was not going to be ter­ 
minated but reassigned since he has 
tenure. 
“ A lot of historians say N ixon’s 
arrogance brought him down, 
Mrs. 
Tarkanian continued. “Well, we think 
the NCAA is arrogant and we think it’s 
made a mistake in thi6 case 
‘‘J er ry is d isa p p o in ted he w as 
suspended but he understands the situa­ 
tion. There were three things the school 
could do; drop out of the NCAA, support 
Tarkanian and face stiffer penalties or 
suspend Jerry.

Gaillard said he was tired of the cons­ 
tant traveling and the time it took to 
m ake and keep the Dons atop the 
national rankings He recruited blue chip 
2 players over the last three seasons and 
helped mold them into one of the best 


teams in the country. It took a lot of his 
time and as a result he saw little of his 
family. 
“I really want to be in a thought situa­ 
tion where I can devote more time to my 
fam ily.” Gaillard said. “ I’m tired of fly­ 
ing around the country at Christmas 
tim e. If you are not devoted to it 
(coaching* 24 hours a day. you just don’t 
do the job that keeps you competitive ’ 
Gaillard played his collegiate ball at 
USF, as a guard from I960 through 1962 
and was named to the All West Coast 
Athletic Conference team all three 
years He was drafted by the profes­ 
sional Warriors but did not play because 
of a bad back Gaillard succeeded Phil 
Vukicevich as head coach at USF four 
games into the 1971 season 
Bill Cartwright, Jam es Hardy and 
Winford Boynes were his prize recruits 
two years ago. Already there is specula­ 
tion the three will pass up their senior 
season in 1978-79 and jump to the pros. If 
that happens, Gaillard’s successor will

Albacore catch 
slowing down 


THE OLD SALT 
Albacore fishing, which had been the main attraction for salt 
water fishing ports this summer, is dwindling. 
Port San Luis Sportfishing is still making the 60-mile trips, but is 
coming back almost empty handed. Large albies are being caught, 
which indicates schools are still in the area, but the take is small. 
Santa Barbara Sea Landing, forced to make trips of 125 miles, 
has discontinued albacore fishing altogether. Officials at the 
southern facility indicated the season was a huge success. 
Both ports have now turned back to rock cod fishing, with both 
enjoying large catches. 
Sea Landing is also picking up calico bass on the coast, with the 
mackerel fishing picking up all the time. A few barracuda, up to 
eight pounds, have been hooked just outside the harbor. 
In freshwater action, warmwater fish, such as bass and catfish, 
have been the main staple of most lakes. 
A 25-pound cat was caught near the island at Cachuma using cut 
mackerel as bait. 
At Lopez, anglers are bringing up the biggest cats the lake has to 
offer, with some fish going six pounds. Best baits here are 
mackerel and anchovies. 
Lopez is also producing stringers full of bass, with limits totaling 
18 pounds not uncommon. 
The trout are non-existent at both lakes, except to die-hard 
trailers who don’t mind fishing all day for a strike. 
Early-season deer hunters will be able to hunt in the western 
part of the Los Padres National Forest which has been reopened 
for public use. 
'Hie entire Los Padres Forest was closed to all public use on 
August 4 because of the Marble Cone Fire. 
On August 24, the U.S. Forest Service reopened a three to six- 
mile-wide strip of the forest lying east of Highway 1 and west of 
the Coast Ridge Road south from Big Sur to the southern forest 
boundary.

No time to think 


Congress gets a big kick sometime out 
of studying themselves for their effec­ 
tiveness and efficiency 
The latest such study was done by the 
House Commission on Administrative 
Review, headed by a Democrat, Rep. 
David R. Obey of Wisconsin. 
The study concludes that the nation's 
law m akers are so 
busy, busy, busy that 
they have no time for 
the quiet reflection 
necessary on the many 
laws they are making. 
The average con­ 
gressman puts in an 
11-hour day but only 
has 11 minutes just to 
sit and thin, the study 
declares. 
Talk about preci­ 
sion 
The study broke 
down the time element 
and showed that three minutes are spent 
with the House leadership, 26 minutes 
with constituents, 46 minutes answering 
mail and 53 minutes conferring with 
staff. 
Four hours and 25 minutes of a House 
member's working day are taken up on 
the House floor or in committee and sub­ 
committee meetings, the number of 
which, according to the study has more 
than doubled in the past 20 years. In the 
same period, the length of sessions has 
almost doubled from 937 hours to 1,780

WASHINGTON - The muckracker 
wants to be liked. He pictures himself 
not as a resented troublemaker but as an 
affable, benevolent figure, an instrument 
of civic betterment. 
He assumes that 
even his victims recognize that he is just 
doing his job and that his job has 
something to do with the larger welfare. 
Moreover, the most 
abrasive reporter is 
apt to be, in his per­ 
sonal life, a thin- 
sk in n e d 
fe llo w , 
terrib ly 
sen sitiv e , 
easily desolated by the 
slightest criticism of 
himself or his work. 
And so it 
has been 
that under several ad­ 
ministrations, 
rep o rters for this 
column have cavorted 
nonchalantly through 
private files and public reputations, con­ 
fident that our altruism was generally 
recognized. 
It came as a bit of a shock, therefore, 
to hear that the incomprehensible 
Watergate pair. E Howard Hunt and G. 
Gordon Liddy, had plotted my liquida­ 
tion. Hunt hastened to explain that they 
did not intend to do me in but merely to 
cause mv irredeemable public disgrace 
grace. 


We have now obtained evidence that 
Hunt’s version, apparently, is quite cor­ 
rect. He had in mind nothing so base as 
putting out my lights forever; all he 
sought to do was make me an involun­ 
tary subject of the CIA’s MK ULTRA­ 
DELTA research. This was the secret 
behavior-altering program that sent the 
unfortunate Dr. Frank Olson diving to 
his death through a New York City hotel 
window. 


Hunt got his motivation, whether by 
osmosis or otherwise, from Richard Nix­ 
on who used the formidable resources of 
the federal government to discredit us. 
Ex-White House aide Charles Colson has 


testified that he was asked “ many 
tim es” by President Nixon to take action 
“ to discredit Jack Anderson.” 
To this end. the CIA assigned 18 radio 
cars to keep us under surveillance. Hie 
Pentagon, according to its former 
security chief, W. Donald Stewart, con­ 
ducted at least 11 separate investigations 
of us. sparing no expense. 
The FBI 
secretly grabbed our telephone records, 
and the Internal Revenue Service con­ 
ducted a penetrating, year-long audit of 
my finances. 
This should have been intimation 
enough that someone in the White House 
didn’t like us, but we never dreamed our 
popularity had fallen so low that two 
White House heavies would seek exotic 
CIA poisons to use against us. The full 
details are worth realting, as a footnote 
to the history of the Nixon era. 
Even in the balm y days before 
W atergate, we later learned, the 
irrepressible Liddy. revolver at the 
ready, had prepared to do a “ wipeout 
number” on me. Chance intervened, and 
Liddy was persuaded that the hit order 
had been a misunderstanding 
I recall being a bit unnerved over Lid- 
dy’s assumption that my elimination 
was a self-evident desideratum that 
would add to the sum of human hap­ 
piness 
But the plotting against me 
became less personal until Hunt blew in 
with a plan. 


As Charles Colson remembered it. 
Hunt came to his office with “ some hare­ 
brained schemes, something to do with 
drugging Jack Anderson.” 
As Hunt 
remembered it, Colson was the in­ 
stigator He called Hunt, told him I was 
“ a great thorn 
in the side of the 
president” and asked Hunt to find a 
means to discredit me. 


Hunt, unfailingly empathetic with the 
seemier necessities of siatecraft, as­ 
sumed that Colson “ was reflecting the 
desires of the chief executive” or that, 
as a prescient staff officer, “ was at­ 
tempting to find a solution to a problem 


that was troubling his chief.” 
As at other tim es of national 
emergency, this was the signal for Hunt 
to call in Liddy. Together they called on 
a former CIA physician. Dr. Edward 
Gunn, who, Hunt said, “ had some 
knowledge of the unorthodox administra­ 
tion of behavior-changing or altering 
substances.” 
Dr. Gunn later testified about the 
Hunt-Liddy meeting; 
“ I was asked if I 
could help them provide hallucinating 
medications to an individual.” 
The purpose, Hunt explained, was “ to 
find out something about hallucinogenic 
drugs and their applications to a par­ 
ticular individual, in this instance Jack 
Anderson.” 
In the end, the project was dropped, 
but press reports told of a plot to “ assas­ 
sinate syndicated columnist Jack Ander­ 
son.” The plan involved “ use of a poison 
to be obtained from a form er CIA 
physician” which “ would leave no trace 
during a medical examination or autop­ 
sy ” 
These were hard-to-dismiss words — 
“ assassinate,” “ poison,” “ autopsy" — 
which hung in the mind, causing me to 
feel coolly toward Hunt and Liddy. We. 
meanwhile, continued to make our fur­ 
tive rounds of file cabinets, but with a 
more uneasy step. 
Now CIA disclosures of its mind- 
altering experiments tend to vindicate 
Hunt’s claim that he meant me no worse 
than that I hallucinate while driving to 
the tv studio, there to make an all-time 
idiot of myself. 
We occasionally wonder whether, en 
route, the subject might have driven off 
the bridge or like Dr. Frank Olson 
jumped out a window. We are sure that 
Hunt would answ er; 
“ Unavoidable 
minimal risks are involved in the service 
of principalities.” 
Still, it puts a better face on the 
business. 
Our old insouciance has 
already returned, and we feel a lot 
kindlier toward those gallant buffoons 
who have so enlivened this decade.

The military protectors 


Governor Ronald Reagan has referred 
publicly to a presumably private letter 
addressed to President Carter by four 
distinguished retired military men, all of 
them former chiefs of Naval Operations; 
Arleigh Burke, Thomas Moorer, Robert 
Carney, and George Anderson 
These 
gentlemen argued in favor of retaining 
“ so v e re ig n ty 
and 
jurisdiction” over the 
Canal Zone on the 
grounds that we are 
thus offered “ the op­ 
portunity to use the 
waterway or to deny 
its use to others in 
wartime.” 
But it would appear 
that you have a confu­ 
sion of argu m en ts 
here, de facto and de 
jure. 
In wartime, a 
government does what 
is necessary to protect its vital interests. 
It is to some extent influenced in what it 
will do by the cost of the projected opera­ 
tion, and by the political consequences of 
undertaking it. Few instance, when Ger­ 
many and Great Britain went to war in 
1939, the Nazis specified a sea lane which 
United S tates shipping bound for 
England would have to confine itself to. 
S h i p s o u t s i d e that lane would 
aut omat ical ly be sunk, said the 
Germans. They would learn that to say 
this to the United States is not quite the 
sam e thing as saying it, let us say, to 
Mexico. 


On the other hand, the Germans too 
had a Canal. 
It was called the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Kanal, and cutting through 
from the North Sea to the Baltic, 
eliminated a 500-mile detour around 
Denmark. During the First World War, 
as one would suspect, the Germans 
closed it to other than friendly traffic. 
As a result, the Versailles Treaty, after 
one of those eristic orgies that put one in 
mind of the Treaty of Paris specifying 
which apple orchard would be governed 
by which trilateral commission, “ inter­ 
nationalized” the Canal, renamed it, 
simply, the Kiel Canal, and what ho, in 
1936, not even waiting for war, Hitler 
simply repudiated the treaty unilaterally 
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and dealt with the canal as his very own. 
They call that force majeure. 
Well, in this part of the world force 
majeure is what we have got, if we want 
to use it. Under the proposed treaty (as 
we have been given to believe), we would 
have de jure rights to intervene in the 
event the Panama Canal were being 
denied to us or for that matter to anyone 
else 
In a wartime situation, we would 
calmly decide whether to permit the 
canal to act as a waterway for enemy 
traffic, and if we decided negatively, 
who would say us nay? The President of 
Panama? The World Court? 
Our superintendence in these matters 
will depend on two things 
1) 
Our 
military strength; and 2) our disposition 
to use our military strength. The notion 
that in wartime our juridicial standing in 
the Panama Canal Zone means anything 
at all is quite simply naive, and no one 
should understand that better than 
professional military men. 
If we are 
saddled, in time of war, with a president 
of the United States who declines to stop 
enemy ships from gamboling through the 
canal the better to bomb or blockade our 
cities, we re going to lose that war 
whathever happens to the Panama 
Canal. 
It is reasonable to reflect that the 
tyrannization of the military by the 
c o m m a n d e r - i n - c h i e f 
b r i n g s 
on 
sycophancy That, therefore, one should 
not jump to conclusions based on what 
the men who hold their offices at the 
pleasure of the president are saying 
about the Panama Canal But after all, if 
it were so obvious that the four retired 
admirals were correct, and that their 
counterparts in office are incorrect in 
assuring i|s that we do not need more in 
the Panama area than the treaty is in 
fact giving us, then our chiefs of staff are 
being charged with preferring their posi­ 
tions over the safety of the United 
States One is reluctant to come to that 
conclusion 
Nor is it necessary to go through An­ 
napolis or West Point or to serve 30 years 
in active service to recognize the sient 
military points; the Canal as a commer­ 
cial enterprise is under the control of 
whoever controls the access points to it, 
and that is now done by the United States 
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Navy and Air Force. The other point is, 
2) any power that could remotely 
threaten the United States is in a position 
to close the Canal, and there is literally 
nothing we can do to prevent this happen­ 
ing. 
Add to this point the qualifier — 
although Panama is not in a position to 
threaten the United States, it is in a posi­ 
tion by sabotage to close the Canal. It is 
unlikely to want to do so under any cir­ 
cumstances. 
It is much less likely to 
want to do so if the Panamanian flag, 
rather than our own, flies over the 
territory.

Slush fund 
warning 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - Members of 
the House of Representatives are about 
to reveal, for the first time, financial 
details of the “ slush funds” maintained 
by scores of legislators — but don’t ex­ 
pect any startling disclosures. 
In recent decades, many senators and 
representatives turned to “ office ac­ 
c o u n t s , ” financed 
through private con­ 
tributions from both 
friends and special in­ 
terest groups, to pay 
numerous expenses 
not covered by official 
congressional 
allowances. 
By far the most 
common use of those 
funds was to finance 
th e 
p r i n t i n g 
of 
newsletters used in 
m ass mailings to the 
legislators' districts. 
Other typical 
items included coffee machines for of­ 
fice e mp l o y e s and fl owe rs for 
hospitalized constituents. 
These expenditures provoked little 
controversy, but a significant minority 
of the House membership — reliably es­ 
timated at 10 per cent 
of the 435 
representatives — used office accounts 
as "slush funds” to pay for vacations, 
personal travel, membership dues in 
private clubs, liquor and parties. 
Those abuses generally were confined 
to the House, where the funds could be 
maintained in complete secrecy. 
The 
Senate adopted a rule in 1968 requiring 
disclosure of all money received and 
spent through office accounts. 
The information pertaining to the 
House also should have been available to 
the public years ago because in late 1974 
Congress passed a law requiring that of­ 
fice account contributions “ shall be fully 
disclosed in accordance with rules 
promulgated by the (Federal Election) 
Commission.” 
But the commission, aware that it was 
dealing with a political “ hot potato,” 
proceeded slowly and cautiously. At one 
point during its protracted deliberations, 
a spate of news accounts described the 
abuses of the office accounts and 
suggested voluntary disclosure. 
Thomas B. Curtis, then chairman of 
the commission and a former member of 
the House himself, obliged his nervous 
erstwhile colleagues with a letter assur­ 
ing them that they were “ under no legal 
obligation to report until the commission 
issues its regulations.” 
The tentative regulations finally were 
approved by the commission in late July 
1975 — more than two years ago — but 
Con gress Included In the law establish in g 
the commission a provision giving itself 
veto power over all proposed rules. 
Complaints from the Senate about the 
tough new guidelines forced the commis­ 
sion to withdraw the initial version, 
redraft it and submit a revision two 
months later, at the end of September 
1975. 
The new approach still didn't satisfy 
the Senate, which vetoed it in early Oc­ 
tober. Two months latef“, the commis­ 
sion sent to Congress a third version, but 
while it was awaiting approval the 
Supreme Court ruled that the commis­ 
sion itself had been unconstitutionally es­ 
tablished 
'Congress didn't get around to legally 
reconstituting the commission until May 
1976. 
Five days after being reincar­ 
nated, the commission again proposed, 
for the fourth time, its office account 
regulations. But Congress adjourned for 
the year before it had a chance to con­ 
sider the new rules for the requisite 30 
‘legislative days.” thus again delaying 
implementation 
Early this year, the commission sent 
the rules to Capitol Hill for a fifth time — 
and on April 13 they finally attained the 
force of law 
Disclosure forms, due on 
Oct. 15. will be mailed this month to all 
members of Congress. 
But it really doesn’t matter any more. 
The public reports will only cover tran­ 
sactions since the date the regulations 
went into effect, and the savvy political 
operators in Congress have been on 
notice for more than two years that man­ 
datory disclosure was coming 
“ It wasn’t just ’handwriting on the 
wall.’ it was a neon sign hung on the side 
of the Capitol,” says one House veteran. 
“ Any fool who didn’t have sense to take 
advantage of the long delay and clean up 
his office account deserves whatever 
embarrassment he receives.”

Troubled by yexing? Try herbs!

NEW YORK - (NEA) - If 
you are beset by serpents, or 
troubled by nervous spasms, 
chest complaints, worms, bad 
effects of excessive drinking, 
wicked winds, dimness of the 
eyes, blotches on the face, 
yexing (hiccuping), itching in 
the seat, wagging teeth, fall­ 
ing hair, wicked unchaste 
dreams, or frenzy (and these 
days, who isn’t?), you might 
seek and even find relief in 
such ancient herbs as 
wormwood, box, calamint, 
y a rr o w , foxglove, pot 
m a r i g o ld s , 
an em o n e 
pulsatilla, banckes’s herbal, 
angelica, church steeple and 
bruisewort, to name but a 
few. 


Hardly anybody would ex­ 
pect to come upon such useful 
wisdom in an art museum, but 
then. The Cloisters, high on a 
precipice overlooking the 
Hudson River and the George 
Washington bridge, is no or­ 
dinary museum. 
Built in the 1930s to ac­ 
c u r a t e l y 
re p r o d u c e 
a 
medieval castle, The Cloisters 
has included, since its 1938 
opening, the Bonnefont 
Cloister Herb Garden, con­ 
taining plants used for sundry 
purposes in Europe before the 
16th century. 
In recent years the garden 
hadn’t been doing as well as it 
might, but in June of last year 
a young English botanist, 
John Williamson, stopped by 
to suggest that he might fix it 
up, which he has since been 
doing. 


Born near Bath, in the West 
of England, Williamson has 
been interested in botany 
since childhood, and pursued 
that study at the University of 
Bath. Six years ago at 
Kilmersdon in Som erset 
County, England, he started 
the Tumblers Bottom Herb

Farm, so named because it 
stands at the bottom of the 
very hill that Jack and Jill 
allegedly tumbled down.

Williamson’s specialty, and 
next year, when he completes 
his r e s t o r a t io n of The 
Cloisters’ garden, it will in­ 
clude about 210 plants, all in 
use in Europe during the Mid­ 
dle Ages, that period starting 
with the invasion of Gaul by 
Clovis in 836 A.D. and ending 
with the Protestant Reforma­ 
tion, about 1535. 


Herbs for medicine, cook­ 
ing, flavoring and cosmetics 
were in use long before that; 
in pre-Christian India, China 
and Egypt, for example. And 
most of the medicinal herbs 
still serve at least some of 
their ancient purposes, in­ 
cluding foxglove, with the 
Latin name of Digitalis pur- 
■ i, then and now good for 
rt disorders. The biblical 


frankincense was an antisep­ 
tic. 
Belladonna, which dilates 
the pupils of the eyes for op­ 
tical examination, did the 
same thing for women of the 
Middle Ages who wanted to 
look big-eyed and pretty. It’s 
still good for local pain, and is 
an antidote for nerve gas. 


Williamson speaks of the 
‘‘doctrine of signature,” 
which was the old tradition of 
naming a plant after the 
anatomical organ it resembl­ 
ed, then proceeding to treat 
that same organ with it. 
L u n g w o rt, 
liv e r w o r t, 
bruisewort and birthwort (for 
removing obstructions after 
childbirth) are examples. 
"Wort” is an old Saxon word 
for plant. 


The surprising thing is that 
many of these herbs actually 
do work therapeutically on the 
body part after which they are 
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named. By contrast, far­ 
fetched virtues were at­ 
tributed to some herbal 
remedies, such as box, which 
w as 
p r e s c r i b e d 
for 
rheumatism, venereal dis­ 
ease, leprosy, hair dye 
(produces auburn color when 
boiled with lye and sawdust), 
for worms in the intestine, 
and improving the coats of 
horses. 


House leeks, also known as 
hens and chickens, are sup­ 
posed to ward off lightning, 
and the Welsh still grow them 
on their roofs. Southernwood 
encourages hair growth, 
protects tapestries from 
moths, and guards its users 
against snakes. 


The Bonnefont herb garden 
is arranged in groups of herbs, 
according to their traditional 
uses These include decora­ 
tion for the sacristy; for 
nosegays, chaplets and gar­ 
lands; for brightening the 
home or castle; to be distill­ 
ed; medicine (“ physic” ); 
food seasoning, “ salats” 
(salads and vegetables); dyes 
and “ strewing” — mixing 
with the straw on the floor to 
keep a room clean-smelling 
and fragrant. 


Several garden groups are 
devoted to plants identified in 
the famous medieval unicorn 
tapestries, which hang at The 
Cloisters 


Renewed public interest in 
the herb garden at The 
Cloisters is but one segment 
of a modem curiosity about 
the entire culture of herbs, 
which is nationwide. William­ 
son has gotten rare herbs 
from commercial gardens in 
areas as scattered as Texas, 
Oregon, Washington, Connec­ 
ticut and Maryland. 


At the moment he is in 
Alabama, designing a 19th 
century garden for a home of 
that period that is being 
restored, but he also is setting 
up a nursery and herbal gar­ 
den at Six Mile, Alabama, 
near Centerville, as a com­ 
mercial venture. 


Legend has it that the 
scholar Alcuin asked his pupil, 
Charlemagne: "What is an 
herb?” The reply: “The 
friend of physicians and the 
Braise of cooks." And 
[argaret B. Freeman, 
curator-emeritus of The 
Cloisters, in her charming 
book, "Herbs for the Medieval 
Household for Cooking, Heal­ 
ing and Divers User’ (The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
14-95), quotes an herbalist 
who wrote of his own "notions 
and observations*’ that: 
‘‘most of these I am confident 
are true, and if there be any 
that are not so, yet they arc 
pleasant.”

“We built luxury 
hotels throughout the Carib­ 
bean and some places in Latin 
America complete with bowl­ 
ing alleys, swimming pools 
and sauna baths," he says, ad­ 
ding he doesn’t know what the 
hotels “ have to do with 
elevating the status of the 
rural poor.” 
Gilligan wants to increase 
U.S. foreign aid, but concedes 
there is little support for the 
idea from the public. “They 
lost 55,000 of their sons to try 
to make a better world for the 
people of Southeast Asia. 
They spent $150 billion trying 
to do it and they wound up 
with a handful of ashes.” 
To make the foreign aid 
program more attractive to 
c i t i z e n s and Congr es s, 
Gilligan is determined to 
restrict AID’S activities to 
economic development. There 
will be no further use of AID 


by the CIA, he claims, nor will 
payments that are made for 
political reasons be disguised 
as foreign aid.

Among the many health problems faced by aging men and 
women is osteoporosis.

Also the various 
hormone systems and their balance have a vigorous effect on calcium 
mobilization in the body. This explains why osteoporosis is such a 
problem in women over 45 years of age, who have had a change in 
their normal balance with the onset of menopause. Calcium retention 
is also adversely affected by emotions, inactivity or immobility, all of 
which increase with age.

DEAR READER - BUN 
merely stands for blood urea 
nitrogen. Urea is a compound 
the body forms of two ammo­ 
nia radicals. The ammonia 
radicals come from stripping 
them off the amino acids. The 
amino acids make up the pro­ 
tein you eat. Simply stated, if 
you eat a lot of protein you 
will have an increased amount 
of urea to eliminate through 
the kidneys. This is par­ 
ticularly true if your body 
doesn’t need a lot of extra pro­ 
tein as is usually the case in 
most normal adults. Most 
healthy adults eat far more 
protein than the body really 
requires. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I have 
a coated tongue and I have to 
rub it off every morning and 
night. I am now 55 years old. 


1 have asked several doctors 
and nobody seems to know 
what it is, but one old doctor 
told me ooce that there is 
nothing that I can do about it. 
Something like that is 
hereditary and 1 believe it 
because my mother is the 
same way. 


I am hoping you know what 
it is and have a remedy for it. 
DEAR READER - The 
tongue is an indicator of many 
diseases and of general 
health. The evaluation of the 
tongue, sometimes called 
glossology, was once con­ 
sidered so important that 
some doctors thought various 
parts 
of 
the 
tongue 
represented different portions 
of the abdominal organs. Such 
an idea today would be ridicul­ 
ed — as it should be. It 
smacks of current quack ideas 
of relating bumps on the head 
or area of the foot to various 
bodily ailments and personali­ 


t y . 


Nevertherless, the tongue 
may provide good evidence of 
a vitamin deficiency and its 
nature, various diseases, 
anemia and, of course, of 
related disorders in the mouth 
itself. 


The coated tongue may be 
caused by many things. Often 
it is of little or no importance 
medically as your doctors ap­ 
parently think in your case 
Such simple things as sleeping 
with the mouth open can lead 
to furring or coating of the 
tongue. It is difficult to 
change this habit if you are a 
mouth breather. 


Digestive disturbances 
often cause the tongue to be 
coated. One of these par­ 
ticularly common in middle- 
aged people is a hiatal hernia 
— a hernia of a «nail part of 
the stomach through the 
diaphragm. The tendency of 
arid diffestive iuices and oar- 


tially digested food to leak 
backward — out of the top of 
the stomach into the lower es­ 
ophagus may cause “heart­ 
burn” and a coated tongue. I 
am sending you The Health 
Letter, number 4-8, Hiatal 
Hernia, Esophageal Reflux, 
so you can learn more about 
it.

Often the real cause of the 
common coated tongue is not 
found. If the person is 
otherwise healthy it can be 
disregarded. Cleansing the 
tongue 
after 
eating 
may 
help. Many people do not know 
that they can simply brush the 
surface of the tongue with 
their toothbrush. That will 
help clean off the back part of 
the tongue. Try this after 
every meal and in the mor­ 
ning and you may not have a 
heavy coating. 


The tongue can be a source 
of had breath in some people. 
Many people clean the teeth 
religiously and never bother 
to clean the decaying, foul- 
smelling food particles off the 
tongue. Food tastes better too 
if your tongue is clean. 


Mouth 
breathing 
is 
sometimes associated with 
obstruction of the sinuses. 
This may be worse at night as 
the lining of the nasal 
passages tend to become 
swollen and boggy. at night 
because the head is at the 
same level as the heart while 
lying down which promotes 
swelling in the face and head 
if there is any reason for 
swelling at all. It might be 
worthwhile for you to consult 
a specialist in ear, nose and 
throat disorders if you cannot 
solve your problem yourself.

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The Health Letter I am send­ 
ing you explains that if you 
have any excess pounds of fat, 
elimination of it will often 
lower your blood pressure. 
Avoiding coffee, tea, and such 
stimulants plus avoiding 
obesity and getting regular 
exercise often go a long way 
toward controlling mildly 
elevated blood pressure. If 
that doesn’t do the job one of 
the mild diuretics often helps. 
When taken in moderate 
amounts and the person gets 
enough potassium, as from 
drinking a couple of glasses of 


The common blood test 
measures the nitrogen in 
urea. When your kidneys are 
functioning well they will 
usually filter out any excess 
amount of urea that ac­ 
cumulates in the blood. 
However, if you happen not to 
have been drinking enough 
water, or have lost body water 
through sweating, or any 
number of factors the blood 
urea may be a high normal 
and it may have no important 
significance at all.

Root cuttings for winter flowers 
by f/vin McDonald 


Have you ever slipped a house 
plant? 
Well I have and it’s a 
legitimate activity I recommend 
right now for things like geraniums, 
fuchsias, impatiens, and begonias 
that have been spending the summer 
outdoors. 


Of course, what I have in mind is 
taking cuttings from plants to which 
you have rightful access. And my dic­ 
tionary says that a slip is “a stem, 
root, or twig cut or broken off a plant 
and used for planting or grafting.” 
I’m sure if I “slipped” cuttings from 
someone else’s plants without asking 
permission, they’d all turn out to be 
poison ivy. 


Some of the cuttings or slips I take 
now serve as insurance against an un­ 
seasonably early winter that could 
freeze some of my favorites before I 
get around to moving them indoors. 
Others are to perpetuate choice 
varieties that have simply grown too 
large for the space I have available 
inside 


Acutally, it’s possible to take cut­ 
tings from plants outdoors right up to 
the first killing frost, but I find that 
most root better now than later. Also, 
if something goes wrong with the first 
batch, there’s still time to try again. 


It is usually best to take cuttings 
early in the morning while the stems 
and leaves are fresh and full of 
moisture 
Later in the day, especial­ 
ly in warm weather, the leaves tend 
to wilt slightly even though the roots 
have plenty of water. 


The procedure I follow is to take a 
pail of cool water into the garden and 
fill it with cuttings, each 4 to 6 inches 
long Then, in the shade of a tree, or 
indoors, I remove the leaves from the 
lower third of each cutting, leaving a 
bare stem to insert in the rooting 
medium 


It’s easy to root cuttings of most 
house plants in water but later on they 
may be difficult to establish in soil. 
For this reason. I find it better to root 
them in verm iculite, a sterile 
medium that fosters rapid rooting and 
makes the transfer to potting soil far 
less tricky. 
You can buy it in bags 
wherever plants are sold 


If you have only a few cuttings, root 
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them in individual 2- or 3-inch pots 
filled with vermiculite. If you want to 
do a lot of rooting, fill large shallow 
pots or trays with 3 to 4 inches of ver­ 
miculite and simply space the cut­ 
tings far enough aprt so that air can 
circulate freely between the leaves. 


After filling the starting container 
with vermiculite, moisten well with 
water. Then, using your index finger 
or a pencil, make a hole to receive 
each stem. 
At this point, you can 
decide if you want to use a rooting 
hormone powder; I usually don’t ex­ 
cept for woody things like gardenia 
and camellia. 


As you insert each cutting in to the 
hole you have made in the ver­ 
miculite, take care to position it deep 
enough so that at least one node along 
the stem, where a leaf once grew, is 
buried; it is at this point where new 
roots are most likely to form. When 
you have finished planting all of the 
cuttings, water them in place and 
shower the leaves. 


You can place the cuttings to root 
outdoors in a cool, shaded spot, or in­ 
doors in a bright but sunless window 
or fluorescent-light garden. 
If the 
leaves wilt badly, enclose the planting 
in polyethylene plastic (a bag from 
the cleaners will do) for a few days. 
Check the vermiculite every day or 
two and add water as necessary to 
keep it moist at all times. Remove 
any leaves or cuttings that show signs 
of decay. 


After a week to ten days, or when 
the old leaves seem firm and you can 
see signs of new growth, dig up a cut­ 
ting or two and see if roots are form­ 
ing. As soon as the root system is es- 
tablished in the verm iculite, 
transplate to potting soil. 


One word of caution: before you br­ 
ing any cuttings indoors, be sure they 
are totally free of insects. If impa­ 
tiens leaves show yellow flecking, red 
spider-mites are probably present; 
fuchsias are notorious carriers of 
white flies.

Q. Is there a way to make cuttings of 
a Boston fern? 


A. Yes, but not slips or tip cuttings 
in the usual sense. The Boston fern 
sends out yamlike runners or stolons 
among the leafy fronds. If you anchor 
the tip of one of these runners in a 
small pot of moist vermiculite, it will 
root and send up 
a baby fern, at 
which time you can cut it from the 
parent. 


Q. 
I’ve just discovered grayish 
white insects all over my coleus. 
What’s wrong? 


A. 
Mealybugs and they’re devils, 
especially on coleus. 
Unless you’re 
sentimentally attached to the plant, 
I’d toss it in the garbage and start 
over with a clean cutting or healthy 
young specimen. 
Otherwise, spray 
with malathion at five-day intervals.

They have fewer working parts to go 
wrong and are not inclined to be in the 
repair shop when you need them 
most. 


But manuals have some distinct dis­ 
advantages. If you have a lot of typ­ 
ing to do and it must be super neat 
with uniform type impressions, then 
an electric typewriter is your best 
buy. 


With a manual, the degree of inked 
impression depends on the force with 
which each finger hits the key. Some 
come out with a heavier imprint than 
others. 
Electric typewriters have 
automatic, even impressions for 
every key. 


Also, if you have to type most of the 
day for days on end, there’s less 
fatigue with an electric, especially 
those with electric carriage return. 
You get a bit more speed and it takes 
less work. 


Your next decision is whether you 
should buy a new or used machine. 
Again, Pat says, the least expensive 
machine is the used, sturdy portable 
manual model. Because they tend to 
last a long time without repair 
problems, manuals make excellent 
buys used. Your best bet is a used 
manual, vintage 10 to 20 years back. 
The less plastic used in construction 
the better off you are. 


When you buy a used machine — 
manual or electric — check the 
warranty or service guarantee. You 
should get a 30-day service contract 
which includes free parts and labor. 


New typewriters have full-service 
warranties for 90 days to one year 
with five and ten-year defective part 


warranties. Make sure the dealer has 
adequate service facilities and repair 
experts. If your machine l^is to be 
sent back to the manufacturer, it can 
take weeks. Normally, repairs only 
take a few days. 


If you’re interested in portability, 
and most students are, manuals are 
usually lighter and easier to carry 
around. Electrics can be heavy and 
some of them don’t even come with 
carrying cases. 


With electric typewriters, you have 
to be sure you’re not buying more 
gadgets than you need. 
Each item 
costs extra. If you’re going to do a lot 
of typing, consider getting the 
electric carriage return. It can cost 
$50 to $75 more but it makes for less 
fatigue. 


Slide-in ink cartridges are con­ 
venient and give you a variety of 
colors (including an erasin g 
cartridge) but you pay more. 
Replacement cartridges cost from 
$2.50 to $3, and they’re one-shot deals 
— you have to replace them more 
often. 


When shopping for a typewriter, 
pick a conveniently located dealer 
that has a good repair shop. Try out 
various makes and models and ask a 
lot of questions (prices, availability of 
service and warranties). 


Then, go home and call several 
other dealers to see if you’re getting 
competitive prices. 
Dealers that 
specialize in typewriters and office 
machines tend to give better service 
than department stores — but not 
always.

Shopping chocklist 
for gold 


Q. 
I read recently where the 
Federal Trade Commission is con­ 
sidering changing the rules for label­ 
ing gold content in jewelry. Does this 
mean we’re going to get less gold for 
the same money? — J.S., Ta ko ma 
Park, Md. 


A 
The current jewelry labeling 
rules at the Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion prohibit the use of the world 
“gold” or “K" in any jewelry item 
that is less than 10K. This worked 
while the price of gold was pegged at 
$35 an ounce. 
But, now, with gold 
prices around $150 an ounce, the FTC 
felt some other variations were 
needed. To find out just how much 
gold you’ll be getting under various 
labels, my assistant, Doris Behre, in­ 
terviewed the experts and came up 
with this shopper’s checklist: 


— Lower than 10K gold. A proposed 
rule would allow jewelers to sell gold 
below the 10K level but all metal in­ 
gredients would have to be listed ac­ 
cording to percentage and any gold 
below 10K would have to contain this 
warning label: “Gold alloys of less 
than ten karats can be expected to 
tarnish and corrode.” 


— Gold filled or gold plated. To 
qualify for this label, the item must 
contain at least one-twentieth of its 
weight in gold. 


— Gold electroplated. 
With this 
lable the jewelry must contain seven 
millionths of gold by weight. 


— Gold washed. 
This is an even 
lighter layer of electroplated gold. 
Just the bare coloring. 


— Silver, pure silver, Sterling 
silver These names can’t be used un­ 
less the item contains 92Vk per cent 
silver. 
Something with 80 per cent 
silver must be marked .800 silver or 
80 per cent silver.

Shopping for succulents

The big guns in the Italian 
leathergoods industry may not be 
forced out of business nor do Hong 
Kong tailors need to run out and 
retrain for other work, but I think I 
see a sharp shift in U.S. citizens’ 
souvenir shopping coming on. 


Going through the Customs line I 
noticed 
four oth er return in g 
Americans who’d been on my plane 
from London almost defiantly declar­ 
ing the same sort of loot I was. I had 
an advance inkling that this would 
happen when I boarded and the flight 
attendant laughed out loud. 
“ What?” she said. “ You too?” 
It turned out that the plane’s 
refrigerator was stuffed beyond 
capacity due to the fact that my 
fellow travelers and I were all slipp­ 
ing home with the newest yet oldest 
thing in status/security symbols, 
namely food, glorious food. 


Actually, your everyday normal 
neuroses may only play a small part. 
Take a long look at prices and it 
becomes instantly apparent that this 
season you’d be hard-pressed to find 
souvenirs that are more pleasurable 
or more practical. You can even read 
that “ cheap” if you wish. 
In fact, the temptations are such 
that before leaving London I, for one, 
beat it over to the vast food section in 
Harrod’s Department Store and bare­ 
ly got out in time for the flight. Only 
by exercising outstanding self-control 
was I able to keep my buys down to a 
mere five pounds of cheese, four 
packages of crackers for the cheese, 
two pounds of chocolate-covered 
mints, and two tins of specially 
blended teas. 


On reflection, if someone were to 
suggest I need to have my head ex­ 
amined, I’d have to agree. 
I must 
have been out of my mind not to get 
an entire wheel of Stilton. And surely 
if I hadn’t been temporarily insane I 
would also have been that you run, not 
walk, tow ards potted shrim p, 
Devonshire cream, smoked salmon, 
m arm alades and certain luscious 
looking cookies. I mean, not only are 
some of the goodies on sale in London 
unobtainable on this side of the ocean 
but in England many of them are far, 
far better buys. The crackers alone 
sold for about 75 cents a package less, 
and most of my cheeses were $1 to $2 
a pound under the U.S. price. 


The good news is also the bad news. 
To pass some of these things without 
buying is more painful that sitting 
smack on a buzzing bee, yet circum­ 
stances and the government may be 
against you. 
The government is hardest to beat. 
Uncle does have a long list of 
prohibited items, and you can easily 
and innocently come a cropper and 
have your finest purchase con­ 
fiscated. 


How the list is made is beyond my 
comprehension. 
It also seems 
to 
change. Not being able to keep up, 
I’ve taken to going with my own rule 
of thumb(forget meats, sausages, 
fresh fruits and fresh vegetables) and 
holding my breath that everything 
else is okay. It’s possible there are 
U.S. consulate officers who can 
reveal which are the verboten items, 
but I’ve sometimes gotten green 
lights from them when they should 
have flashed red. 


Meanwhile, you may notice that the 
whole world is full of succulent sur­ 
prises that you’d like to take home for 
yourself or friends. Every time I’ve 
been in the Hong Kong department 
stores operated by the People’s 
Republic of China, I’ve felt myself go 
totally soft on communism. I think 
it’s because hardly anyone else in the 
world wants to sell me such good 
tea at such dirt-cheap prices. It’s 
difficult therefore to leave room for 
preserved fruits and ginger but you’re 
crazy if you don’t try. 
In the French parts of the Carib­ 
bean, there are equivalent tests. The 
motherland subsidizes some food 
p r ic e s 
fo r 
it s 
o v e r s e a s 
“ departments,” and in truth you can 
find a gratifying number of French 
footstuffs 
(particularly 
canned 
goods) for considerably less than 
th ey ’ re tagg ed in P a r is , and 
monumentally less than in the U.S. 
I’ve also found many spices to be a 
particularly good buy as well. 
Ireland tends to rest in my mind as 
one big “ carryout.” 
That’s partly 
because the Irish get along with our 
Custom s and their bacon, their 
sausage and even their hams are okay 
to bring back. (While about it, stop at 
the Country Shop on St. Stephen’s 
Green North in Dublin and load up on 
bread.) 
Of course, if you were flying back 
from Mexico, you would skip bread in 
order to concentrate on rolls, the 
chewy, good ones called bolillos. 
They’re light to carry, they freeze, 
and as presents they will win you 
friends. 
Similarly, for any Fran­ 
cophile, the perfect present from 
France is the croissant — preferably 


as many as you can carry. (Hot tip: 
They make just as good ones in 
Montreal and Quebec, and sell them 
for way under U.S. prices.) 


I also happen to know for certain 
that a Sacher torte, a chocolate layer 
cake that by all rights should have 
kept Hitler at home and happy in 
Austria, can last as long as a year if 
you (a) don’t go into the freezer after 
it too often and (b) serve thin slices. 


Actually, sensuous sovenirs are 
available all over this country, too. 
East Coasters these days are bringing 
crabs and salmon back from northern 
California 
(as well as the old 
favorites, sourdough bread and 
Italian-style salami), and my mother 
in the Midwest is waiting (a little im­ 
patiently) for a pepper-coated 
smoked country ham that I’m sup­ 
posed to send her from Virginia. 
I am always grateful to my food- 
fair and church festival-going friends 
who keep me in homemade preserves, 
but I do wish one of them would go to 
Ste. Genevieve, Missouri, and come 
back with some of the local French- 
German style sausage. 
Presents from the great luxury food 
shops of Europe — Fortnum and 
Mason in London, Fauchon and 
Hediard in P aris, D allm ayr in 
Munich, and Peck in Milan — of 
course don’t fall into the bargain 
category, but on the other hand a 
giant jar of Dijon mustard, for one, is 
still not priced up there with rubies, 
so something tells me that the 
security people at airports had better 
prepare themselves for more and 
more oddly shaped and sometimes 
fragrant parcels.

The most important single 
fashion for fall is the three­ 
tiered pleated skirt. Soft, flar­ 
ing and flattering, it’s to be 
worn with gentle ladylike 
blouses and the new shorter 
velvet jackets. 
For home sewers, there’s 
good news from Loomskill. 
This manufacturer is offering 
three-tiered pleated skirt 
lengths, which will be in 
fabric stores and departments 
early in October. 
A 25-inch shirred elastic 
waist makes it possible to fit 
sizes 6 through 14. All you 
have to do is sew one seam, 
adjust the length if necessary, 
and the skirt is finished — in 
less than 15 minutes 
The skirt lengths are per­ 
manently pleated and com­ 
pletely machine washable 
Fabrics are all dacron, or a 
blend of 80 per cent dacron 
with 20 per cent wool, in the 
pretty challis-look prints 
which are such a great part of 
the fall fashion picture These 
skirt lengths retail from 122 to 
124 each. 
This kind of instant sewing 
became popular this summer 
when instant sundresses turn­ 
ed up in fabric stores. These 
were made from lengths of 
fabric which had been shirred 
with elastic thread along the 
top 12 inches The elastic sec­ 
tion formed the basis of the 
sundress, and the skirt releas­ 
ed softly from the shirring. It 
could be worn strapless, or 
the sewer could make straps 
from ribbons. 
Ideally, a tiered skirt is

composed either of three 
equal sections or of graduated 
sections with the top section 
narrower than the middle sec- 
tion which is, in turn, 
narrower than the bottom. If 
you are very short and find 
that the precut skirt is going 
to require such shortening 
that the proportions of the 
sk irt are unattractively 
changed, then you may prefer 
to make your own triple­ 
tiered skirt from a couple of 
yards of fabric. 
Measure your finished skirt 
length and divide by three, for 
equal tiers. If your skirt 
length is 27 inches, cut three 
tiers 9 inches wide, plus one- 
half inch seam allowance on 
each edge 
For graduated 
tiers, subtract one inch from 
the top tier and add one inch 
to the bottom tier. For a 27- 
inch skirt, the tiers would be 
8. 9 and 10 inches wide — plus 
necessary seam allowances. 
Each tier should be half 
again the length of the tier 
above If you are petite, with a 
34-inch top hip measure, the 
tiers mieht be cut 36. 54 and 81 
inches long. Gather the top of 
each tier to fit the lower edge 
of the tier above it. Join all 
three tiers. Then sew the 
single side seam. Gather the 
waist and stitch to a waist­ 
band. 
You can make the tiers of 
different but coordinating 
fabrics. You can add eyelet or 
other trim to the hem. You 
can make a matching scarf or 
shawl Be first in fashion this 
fall — with a triple-tier skirt.

About books 
Books to satisfy the wanderlust 
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Experienced travelers 
agree: a severe case of 
wanderlust can be cured only 
by exploring how exotic — and 
yet how familiar — foreign 
places and people can be. 
Books about a variety of life­ 
styles and environments are 
appealing for the same 
reason. 


Most Americans think that 
life in rural mainland China is 
exotic. But American jour­ 
nalists Peggy Printz and Paul 
Steinle in their book “ Com­ 
mune: Life in Rural China” 
show that the 43,000 residents 
of the Kwang Li People’s 
Commune, deep inside the 
world’s largest Communist 
country, are, after all, not so 
different as we might sup­ 
pose. 


“ The individuality, flexibili­ 
ty, and vibrant humanity of 
the Chinese countryside con­ 
trasted sharply with the 
stereotyped images of drab, 
gray automatons which had 
symbolized Chinese Com­ 
munist Party Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung’s brave new world 
to the American psyche,” the 
authors write. 


“ We were surprised, reliev­ 
ed, to find unstarched at­ 
titudes and even gaiety in a 
setting which our mind's eye 
had 
co n ceived 
as 
m o n o ch ro m atic 
and 
regim ented. 
Discovering 
China was like bracing for a 
fall but unexpectedly plopping 
into a feather cushion.” 


Husband-and-wife 
team 
Printz and Steinle visited 
Kwang Li in 1973 to film a 
television documentary in­ 
troducing modem China to 
American audiences. They 
came to the project after hav­ 
ing lived and traveled exten­ 
sively in the Far East, and 
with this background they are 
quick to recognize the con­ 
siderable contributions com­ 
munism has made to China. 


Medical care for Kwang 
L i’s residents particularly im­ 
pressed the Americans, whose 
book explores all aspects of 
life in the commune — from 
attitudes about family and the 
sexes (the nuclear family is 
still strong) to a somewhat 
ca p ita listic approach to 
salaries and production incen­ 
tives (class lines are still 
visible). Underlying every 
area of life in Kwang Li is the 
fact of politics as a way of 
life. 


The authors have created a 
critical, analytical and yet 
very human picture of life on 
one of China s 75,000 people's 
communes 
And the black- 
and-white photographs —

Ronald Searle’s 
superb drawings enrich 
novelist Irwin Shaw’s verbal 
images to make an enchan- 
tingly personal portrait of a 
city both artists have lived in 
and loved. 
Searle’s 
affectionately 
satirical sketches depict the 
c h a ra c te r 
— 
and 
the 
characters — of Paris. The 
snobby waiter, the ragged 
concierge, the frantic flic 
(cop), the unflappable taxi 
driver; the children, hippies, 
artists, lovers, tourists — 
none escapes Searle’s pen. 


Shaw ’s n arrative is a 
lite ra ry history of the 
American expatriate scene 
since World War II and a 
literary memoir of a develop­ 
ing artist. 


In ‘‘London V illages,” 
novelist and biographer 
Nerina Shute offers a much 
less personal, though just as 
leisurely look at her nation’s 
greatest city. She examines 
the historical events that went 
into the making of what are 
now parts of London; a city 
which, she reminds us, is real­ 
ly a collection of villages. 


For instance, her chapter on 
Chelsea recalls the happy 
times when King Henry V III 
brought his court by riverboat 
to the Chelsea home of Sir 
Thomas More. Later, of 
course, Henry had Sir Thomas 
executed for failing to sanc­ 
tion a royal divorce. “ London 
Villages” is filled with such 
fascinating anecdotes about 
everyone from Keats to Queen 
Caroline. 


mostly portraits of the people 
they met — add spirit to their 
story. 


“ Commune” focuses on 
people. “ Boston in Color” 
focuses on places — King’s 
Chapel Burying Ground 
(where lies buried Elizabeth 
P a in , 
who co m m itted 
adultery with a minister and 
was branded with an “ A” for 
her sin); Lewisburg Square 
(the ‘‘social summit” of 
Beacon Hill, dubbed “ the hub 
of the club” by Robert 


Low ell); the North End 
(a.k.a. Little Italy, Boston’s 
oldest and most delightful 
neighborhood, a mix of 
pastries, pasta, bocce tour­ 
naments and history — the old 
North Church and Paul 
Revere’s house are located 
here). 


Although 
S te w a rt 
McBride’s text is enlivened by 
charming anecdotes and tales 
of personalities from Boston’s 
ast and present, Peter 
eyer’s photos focus on the 
physical city. Both the text 
and the 30-odd photos are 
marvelously evocative.
